TO INVADE ENGLAND 


FRENCH SCHEME TO SEIZE 
THE BRITISH ISLES 


Looks Well on Paper—A Hundred 
and Seventy Thousand Soldiers 


Will do it. 
London, March @7.—In spite of the 
Anglo-French agreement = regarding 
Africa, one of the leading topics of 


the week on both sides of the chan- 
nel, has been an article published in 
La Revue des Deux Mondes, serlousiy 
outlining a fresh scheme for the in- 
yasion of Creat Britain, It proposes 
that 15,000 steam pinnaces§ be built 
and collected in the canals and rivers 
leading to the French coast, that euch 
be armed with two quick firing guns, 
and that they convey an army of 170,- 
900 men, and 59 cannon with the ne- 
Cessary ammunition, stores, etc. The 
cost of construction § is estimated at 
150,000,000 francs and the pinnaces are 
to be provided with torpedoes to keep 
off hostile ships, while the quick firing 
@uns are to repulse torpedo boat at- 
tacks. The writer of the article says 
there would be no difficulty ia get- 
ting the boats across, pointing out 
that Napoleen had a more difficult 
task at Wagram, where he crossed the 
Tvanube in the face of the Austrian 
army. The English coast defences 
are classed as being a negligible 
quantity and the operation is Moked 
upon by the writer as being merely a 
matter of a few hours. Three divis- 
Jons of 14,500 meneach are to be 
lunded in Ireland, and the Irish are to 
be armed with old Gras rifles, The 
but French newspapers discus!

that subject. What a howl of indig 
(nation there arices fiom the mer- 
;chant when some consumer sends 
,exst for a bill of goods, in which the 
;merchant deals, But that, Mr. Edi- 
tor, is just what a number of your 
Calgary merchants are guilty of. 
Month {fn and mnth out thousands of 
| dollars are lost to the community by 
j Merchanta sending east to Winnipeg 
and other points for flour. 

The reason of this action is that 
there is a paltry 10¢ to 26c more. profit 
per sack, On the imported article than 


it ns|Canadians were, and how much the|there is on the local article. 


The merchants in question push 
the eastern flour to the consumers 
tevery time in preference to the local 
Every sack cf such flour is 


less the merchants’ profit. 
Ie this business? Building up the 
enstern industries at the expense of 
the local industry? Patronize home 
industry every time, provided . the 
alticle manufactured is up to the 
#tandard in quality and sold at a fair 


to! price. That is business, 


There is no question asto the qual- 


2,000 cases of influenza in the {ty of the local flour as manufactured 


tcday. The time is past when the 
quality was uncertain. Today it is 
equal to the best brand of Lake of 
the Woods or Ogilvie’s flour. I have 
used tons of both of these brands of 
four and speak from experience.

It is industries 
i\like these which build up a elty and 
covntry, and it is a very penurious 
and shortsighted policy to pursue, 
pishing the sale of a practically for- 
eign article, when as good if not bet~ 
ter article is manufactured at home, 
and sold for iess money.

The number of executions in the 
peaceful and epareely populated do- 
main of Canada that are eoming off 
with painful regularity, must ereate 
an unpleasant impression abroad. Rad- 
cliffe is the busiest man today if you 
dont count members of parliament. 
Having presided over two hangings 
last weck, he has the pleasing pros- 
pect of iaunching Messrs, Czuby and 
Guzzcack into eternity in April. 
Radcliffe will be able to eat mueh- 
rooms with his steak this summer. 


With respect to the hanging — of 
women, opinions differ. Bome think 
that there is a peculiar shame at- 


tached to the hanging of A woman, 
but the disagreeabie fact still remains 
ere com 


that the cruelist murders 
mitted by murderesses. As polsoners 
they are hard to beat, and to the 


devilish ingenuity tn prearranging the 
aft'alr and covering their tracks the 
eourt records of many @ country can 
testify. Women like Madame Born- 
pard, of Paris, and Cordelia Viau, of 
eur own country, are samples of the 
human species for whom the punish- 
ment of hanging is altogether toa 
humane. We see that Mrs. Place, of 
New York, was electrocuted at Sing 
Sing yesterday for the murder of her 
aicp daughter She killed the young 
girl by throwing acid in her face 
while asleep, and then smothered her 
with the bedclothes, Then she 
walted for her husband to come home. 
At the door she hit him several blows 
en the head with an axe, nearly kill- 
ing him He recovered after several 
months, Yet sentimentalists say it Is 
Inhuman to hang a woman, Cordelia 
Viau, after coaxing her paramour in 
true Lady Macbeth style to slay her 
husband, tock a butcher knife and, to 
niake doubly sure of the job, cut his 
head nearly off. Few men coul; have 
done that. We see in a recent Win- 
uipeg paper that “in the United States 
in the case of a woman no jury would 
consent io the death sentence.” This 
ia hardly consistent with the electro- 
eition of Mrs. Place yesterday. 

We are ready to udmit that the pro- 
cosas of hanging is lamentably crude aa

down In the days of Moses of “blood 


for blood.” It is a common saying 
that to take life by legal process is no 
deterrent. We hold that it is. The 
rope is e queer thing even to the most 
unimaginative criminal, and while 
many of the lower types would be 
willing to forfeit their liberty for the 
sake of slaying a personal enemy, few 
are found prepared to jeopardise their 
lives. Capital punishment appeals to 
the inherent cowardice of the crimin- 
ally inelined, 

Placing the death of the victim 
aid the painless death of the murder- 
e: on the scaffold, side by side, the last 
has far and away the best of it. The 
idea that a man who wantonly takes 
the life of another should be wiped off 
the face of the earth is an eminently 


sensible one, Were sentimental per- 
sena to have the controlling of the 
life and property feature the social 
and commercial world would find 
Uself in a pretty mess, Capital 
punishment is a grim subject to dis-

Manager Whyte Talks Regarding 
Future Plans, 


On Wednesday afternoon a party of 
prominent CC. P. R. officials spent a 
couple of hours going over the com- 
pany's works in Calgary. The party 
included Manager Whyte, Master 
Mcchanic Cross, Supt. Niblock, Assis- 
\ant Master Mechanic Cardell, and In- 


spector of Buildings and Bridges 
Stocks. Mayor Reilly and a Heraid 
representative accompanied the offi- 
clals. 


To any one who has not visited the 
new works they are a revelation, not 
only as regards their size, but their 
completeness and the thorough and 
acientific manner in which they have 
been erected. Had the winter contin- 
ued as inlld as it started everything 
in conneetion with the new shops 
would have been completed weeks ago. 
As it is there is still some finishing to 
do 

The main machine shop, intended 
for heavy repairs to §=6engines, is at 
Tresent in chaotic shape owing to the 
ground being cut up with trenches for 
the water pipes and repair pits, 
Several massive pieces of machinery, 
including a steam punch, locomotive 
Wheel lathes, planers, etc., are here 
writing to be placed in position on 
their concrete beds, A steam ham- 
tier and otker ponderous tools are also 


on the way. The machinery now at 
Macleod will be moved into this 
building 


Attached to the main shop are the 
big round-house and blacksmith shop, 
and engine room, all massively built 
of Calgary stone. The engine room 
contains a 40 hor power Corliss 
engine of the most modern type; alse 
@ powerful boiler, which supplies 
steam for the heating apparatus as 
well as power for the engine. Men are 
at work everywhere, digging, ham- 
mering, plastering, and setting up 
machinery, 

The round house is one of the best 
veocie Whole © PR. system. It will 
hold 12 locomotives and containg all 
facilities for washing out the engines 
as well as making light repairs. Be- 


sides freight engines, two powerrul 
locomotives were standing ready to 
take out the express trains which 


would arrive during the night. 
The turn-table in front of the 
round-house is of the most approved 


pattern, With it a big engine can be 
turned by one man, North of the 
round house a large water tank is

With the new coal pockets standing 
oa their long stilts the job of coaling 
a tender is reduced to a science, The 
tender is run alongside, two men pull 
down an jren chute and sufficient coal 
Is automatically let out to fill her. The 
boekets are replenished from coal cars 
which are pushed up an elevated 
track, doing away with all hoisting of 
cual by hand, 

While a large mileage of new track 
has been already laid, the yards are 
to be rendered more complete by the 
addition of three new tracke.

Discussing the question of new 
bulldings at the depot, Mr. Whyte said 
the freight shed woulda be enlarged 
at once by 30 feet and new store 
houses built. He had decided that to 
raise the roof of the station would

New Train Service 

In reply to a question by our repre-

The victims complain of severe 
pains in the back and legs such as are 
commonly associatcd with lumbago, 
and a persistent headacho which never 
ieaves them till the attack is over. 
The attacks do not last long, and 
they do not seem to leave the sufferer 
in quite so prostrate « condition as 
that which usually followed influenza 
in its former visitations. Still whilst 
it lasts the disease is sufficiently un- 
pleasant. This last decade of the 
century hae witnessed few more im- 
portant events that the recrudescence 
of this hateful scourge.

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THE GROWTH OF MONOPOLY Ga 


In the current number of the Con- 
temporary Review Mr, Macristy des- 
ecribes the growth of monopolies = in 
Pritish industry. Tho facts stated by 
him will probably come as a surprise 
to most readers. 

Consumers have grown so accustom- 
ed to the continuous falls in the prices 
of almost every article largely or gen- 
erally bought, that they are inclined 
to regard it as the result of a natural 
lew. The process has been gradual, 
and it wears many forms. It began 
in most industries, with the substitu- 
tion of large shops for small ones, In 
the retail! trade, the revolution is far 


from being complete. The small man 
etill retains a footing, though with a 
Gesperate struggie. There are still 
gome small sheps who keep their cus- 
tom by some apecial excellence for 
which they have a reputation. But 
their numbers are decreasing, and a 
“well known or well advertised name” 
is more and more taken as a guarantee 
of quality, Even the country districts, 
where the ernali trader once had every- 
thing his own way, have been invaded 
By the branch system. Lipton, for 
instance, has 181 branches in the prov- 
fuces, and 72 in London, and one to- 
bacco firm alone has 100 branches. 
“Combinations,” which resemble’ in 
many ways those of America, are 
tuking the place of “firms.’’ Twenty- 
four firms in the engineering trade 
have become one, and another com- 
bination of companies boasts of being 
the only firm capable of turning out 
a battleship complete in every respect. 
3 & B. Coates, thread manufacturers, 
have swallowed up four of thelr rivals, 
and the united firms have ao capital of 
about £10.000.000, in which they pay a 
@ividend of 20 per cent. 

The prospect as regards the con- 
@mer undoubtedly looks seriovs, 
“Traders.” as Mr. Macristy says, ‘‘are 
not in business for philanthropic pur- 
poses.” They will cut prices until 
the number of those who have escaped 
ruin. “has been brought to a figure 
«which makes agreement possible,” and 
then they will combine to interpose 
@ barrier against any further fall. 
Mr. Macriety would seek a remedy in 
state action: and he is alarmed by the 
danger arising from profits being 
fxed “solely from the standpoint of 
the manufacturers." and from the in- 
tcrests of the operations being enlisted 
against the consumer.

LATTER DAVY WARFARE 


Lord Roberts presided at a meeting 
of the Military Society of Ireland on 
the 7th instant, and made some = in- 
teresting remarks on modern warfare.

The 
deys of squares, with men and offi ers 
{a close formation, had practically 
gone by. A battle now resolved itself 
juto a series of detached fights more 
©. lesa disjointed, and consequently 
the control after a short time devolved 
on subordinate officers. This elearly 
showed that every scidier should 
learn light infantry work, and that 
every officer must be educated to ex- 
ercise his own judgment and to act 
on his own responsibility. It was the 
natural aptitude for scouting and skir- 
mishing which made the tribesmen of 
our Indian frontier such a dificult foe 
to deal with. One never found them 
clustering together or walting for the 
word of command, Each man his own 
leader. He knew exactly what he had 
to do, and how to do it, It was this 
sense of individuality we should = en- 
deavor to encourage in our own men— 
a fecling of self confidence’ in their 
ability to act on whatever ground 
they might find themselvea, and = in 
their power to take advantage of cover 
and to use their rifles with effect.
